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REMARK§/ARgMMENT$ 

The Applicants request that the Examiner consider the following remarks in addition 
to the above claim amendments. 

The Examiner's amendment mailed 21 January 2010 essentially involved amending 
the sweep wail limitation in independent claim 50, and moving dependent claim 16 into 
each of independent claims 48., 49, and 50. Thus, claim 16 should have been canceled. In 
the Applicants' above claim amendments, claim 16 is canceled. Further, claims 17, 19, 20, 
and 21 each depended directly from claim 16. Thus, the Applicants have adjusted the 
dependency for each of these three claims in the above claim amendments. 

The Applicants respectfully submit that the above claim amendments, which 
subsume the 21 January 2010 Examiner's Amendment with regard to independent claims
